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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to the application filed on 8 October 2003 in which claims 1-3 
are pending. 



Qaim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed pubhcation in this or a foreign country or in pubhc use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Inanaga et al 
(U.S. Patent No. 4,176,249). 

Regarding claims 1 and 3, Inanaga teaches a speaker device comprising: magnetic circuit 
(2A, 2B, 5A, 5B, 101, 102); a first vibration system circuit (7A, 8, 9); and that is driven by the 
magnetic circuit (5 A); and a second vibration system (7B, 12-14) that is driven in a contrary 
direction to the first vibration system by the magnetic circuit (5 A). 

Regarding claim 2, Inanaga teaches the magnetic circuit includes a first plate(3 A), a yoke 
(102), a magnet (101) and a second plate(3B), wherem the first vibration system includes a first 
voice coil (7 A) inserted in a first magnetic gap between the first plate (3 A) and the yoke (102), 
with the first voice coil connected to a diaphragm (8) and a fi*ame (9), and wherein the second 
vibration system includes a second voice coil (7B) inserted in a second magnetic gap between 
the second plate (3B) and the yoke (102), with the second voice coil connected via a damper to 
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the frame (13) which reads on the second portion of frame 25 depicted in figure 2 of the 
applicant's drawings.
